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Foreword 

The  Junior  Year  in  France  under  the  auspices  of  Sweet  Briar  College 
was  inaugurated  in  January  1948,  as  a  continuation  of  the  Foreign 
Study  Program  formerly  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Delaware. 
Sweet  Briar  College  now  offers  to  qualified  students,  both  men  and 
women,  a  plan  of  foreign  study  similar  to  although  more  comprehen- 
sive than  that  previously  provided  in  the  "Delaware  Plan." 

During  the  current  academic  year,  our  Junior  Year  in  France  in- 
cludes 73  men  and  women  students  coming  from  33  colleges  and 
universities  of  this  country.  All  of  these  students  are  pursuing  their 
major  academic  interests  at  various  colleges  of  the  University  of  Paris, 
studying  with  professors  and  tutors  who  are  responsible  to  Sweet  Briar 
College  for  the  highest  standards  of  scholarship  and  free  inquiry.  The 
majority  of  the  students  this  year  are  living  with  French  families,  al- 
though some  of  the  women  students  are  housed  in  Reid  Hall,  the 
women's  university  center  in  Paris.  American  students  are  warmly 
welcomed  in  France;  and  all  reports  on  the  living  and  studying  con- 
ditions of  our  students  have  been  uniformly  satisfactory,  despite  the 
economic  and  social  distress  which  exists  at  this  time  in  France,  as  in 
so  many  parts  of  this  weary  "post-war"  world. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  the  colleges  have  an  essential  and  all-im- 
portant responsibility  to  help  bring  the  peoples  of  the  world  together, 
which  seems  to  be  the  only  hope  for  lasting  peace.  A  fundamental  part 
of  UNESCO's  program  for  promoting  understanding  among  the 
peoples  of  the  world  is  an  exchange  of  students  and  teachers  between 
the  schools,  colleges  and  universities  of  all  nations.  We  are  confident 
that  the  Junior  Year  in  France  can  do  much  to  implement  this  pur- 
pose by  enabling  American  students  to  know  and  work  with  students 
of  other  national  backgrounds  in  a  center  which  has  been  for  many 
centuries,  and  continues  to  be,  the  meeting  place  of  scholars  from  all 
parts  of  the  world.

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THE     YEAR'S     OBJECTIVE 

The  Junior  Year  in  France  is  intended  for  mature  and  responsible 
students  who  are  especially  interested  in  the  language,  history  and  cul- 
ture of  France,  or  who  desire  to  specialize  in  such  subjects  as  art, 
government,  history,  international  affairs,  music,  philosophy  or  political 
science.  One  of  the  principal  objectives  for  all  students  is  that  broad 
outlook  and  deeper  comprehension  that  come  from  the  mastery  of 
French  and  intimate  contact  with  France  and  French  culture- 
French  will  be  the  exclusive  language  of  communication  among  the 
students. 

ADMISSION 

The  Junior  Year  in  France  is  open  to  sophomores,  both  men  and 
women,  in  regular  standing  in  any  college  or  university  recognized  by 
the  Junior  Year  in  France.  Applicants  must  be  recommended  by  the 
chairman  of  their  major  department,  the  chairman  of  the  French  de- 
partment, and  the  Dean  of  the  college. 

A  candidate  for  admission  must  have  had  as  preparation  in  French 
at  least  two  years  of  pre-college  French  and  two  years  of  college 
French,  or  the  equivalent.  It  is  desirable  that  he  be  studying  French 
during  the  year  in  which  he  makes  application.  He  must  be  a  student 
of  excellent  character  and  seriousness  of  purpose,  with  a  general 
academic  average  of  at  least  C-j-  and  an  average  of  B  in  French.  He 
must  present  a  certificate  of  good  health  signed  by  his  physician.  The 
consent  of  parents  or  guardians  and  their  approval  of  the  financial 
arrangements  are  also  required,  unless  the  candidate  has  an  independent 
income. 

It  is  understood  that  every  student,  if  accepted,  agrees  to  the 
supervision  and  authority  of  the  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant. 
All  members  of  the  group  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  group 
regulations  and  to  conduct  themselves  as  responsible  representatives  of 
their  colleges  and  country. 

Application   for   Admission 

Application  for  admission  to  the  Junior  Year  in  France  must  be 
made  on  the  official  blanks  provided  for  this  purpose,  obtainable  from 
the  Director  at  Sweet  Briar  College.  The  application  must  be  submitted 
in  duplicate  through  the  Dean  of  the  applicant's  college  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  end  of  the  first  semester,  and  not  later  than  May  1. 
It  should  be  accompanied  by  three  (3)  signed  copies  of  the  applicant's 


photograph,  passport  size,  taken  within  the  past  year,  and  two  (2) 
signed  transcripts  of  the  applicant's  grades  through  the  first  semester 
of  sophomore  year.  As  soon  as  a  student's  application  has  been  ap- 
proved he  will  be  officially  notified  of  his  acceptance.  Students  who 
are  accepted  will  be  asked  to  send  as  early  in  June  as  possible  two 
transcripts  of  their  second  semester  grades. 

Scholarships 

Several  scholarships,  of  varying  amounts,  are  available.  These 
scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  basis  of  high  academic  achievement 
and  the  student's  financial  need.  Applicants  for  scholarship  aid  should 
request  the  special  form  prepared  for  this  purpose. 

Graduate    Students 

A  few  graduate  students  will  be  admitted  to  the  group  if  they  wish 
to  follow  courses  offered  at  the  University  of  Paris.  Many  of  the  courses 
offered  to  members  of  the  group  are  on  an  advanced  level.  A  student 
may  apply  at  the  end  of  the  junior  year  if  he  obtains  the  approval  of  his 
college  to  be  absent  during  senior  year. 

Veterans 

Applications  will  be  received  from  veterans  eligible  for  educational 
benefits  under  Public  Law  346  provided  the  applicants  meet  require- 
ments for  admission. 

PROGRAM    OF    STUDY 
Preliminary  Period    (September   15-October  28) 

The  program  of  the  six  weeks  preliminary  period  in  Paris  consists 
of  intensive  language  study  with  native  tutors  who  are  selected  by 
Sweet  Briar  College. 

The  group  will  be  divided  into  small  sections  according  to  the 
scores  of  a  placement  test.  The  nature  of  the  work  will  vary  some- 
what according  to  the  individual  student's  ability  to  read,  write  and 
speak  French;  but  it  will  include  practical  training  in  grammar,  com- 
position, phonetics,  and  "Explication  de  textes,"  supplemented  by 
lectures  on  various  aspects  of  French  culture  and  civilization. 

Program    of   Courses    (November- June) 

Students  enrolled  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France  will  register  in 
various  faculties  of  the  University  of  Paris  after  consultation  with  the 
Professor-in-charge.   The  selection  of  courses  will  be  determined  by  the 


extent  of  the  student's  preparation,  his  major  interest,  and  so  far  as 
possible  by  the  requirements  of  his  college  in  the  United  States.  The 
University  of  Paris  catalogue  for  1950-51  will  not  appear  before 
October  and  therefore  the  student  cannot  make  a  final  selection  in 
advance  of  that  month. 

In  this  bulletin  it  is  impossible  to  include  all  the  courses  open  to 
Junior  Year  students.  Those  listed  below  comprise  a  majority  of  the 
courses  taken  by  members  of  the  1948-49  and  1949-50  groups  and  gen- 
erally carry  from  one  to  three  or  more  hours  of  credit  depending  on  the 
number  of  lectures  and  tutorial  hours  arranged:

In  general,  all  lecture  courses,  wherever  given,  are  completed  by 

special  reading,  discussions  and  papers,  directed  by  French  tutors  en- 
gaged for  the  group. 

Credit 

Upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  year's  work,  Sweet  Briar  Col- 
lege will  recommend  to  the  American  colleges  and  universities  repre- 
sented in  the  group  thirty  (30)  or  more  semester  hours  of  credit,  nor- 
mally six  (6)  for  the  preliminary  period  and  twelve  (12)  for  each 
semester  at  the  University  of  Paris. 

THE     STUDENT     IN     FRANCE 

Headquarters   in    Paris 

The  offices  of  the  Sweet  Briar  Junior  Year  in  France  are  located  in 
Reid  Hall,  4  rue  de  Chevreuse,  which  reopened  in  September,  1947, 
under  the  direction  of  its  president,  Miss  Dorothy  F.  Leet.  This 
eighteenth  century  mansion,  former  home  of  the  Chevreuse  family,  is  a 
center  for  French  and  American  students,  and  the  headquarters  of  the 
Association  de  Franchises  Diplomees  des  Universites.  Here  the  students, 
men  as  well  as  women,  have  the  use  of  study,  conference  and  social 
rooms  and  of  the  library.  One  section  of  the  library  houses  the  collection 
of  volumes  belonging  to  the  Sweet  Briar  Junior  Year  in  France. 

Living   Quarters 

Students  will  be  lodged  in  French  homes  so  far  as  possible  in  order 
that  they  may  have  the  maximum  opportunity  to  hear  and  speak  French 
and  to  gain  greater  knowledge  of  French  life  and  customs.  For  women 
students  who  prefer  to  live  in  Reid  Hall,  accommodations  are  available 
there. 

All  arrangements  for  room  and  board  are  made  for  the  year  and 
changes  cannot  be  made  except  for  very  good  reasons. 


Social  Life 

An  attractive  series  of  extracurricular  activities,  arranged  by  the 
Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant,  will  include  visits  to  museums 
and  monuments  and  trips  to  points  of  historical  and  artistic  interest 
in  the  vicinity  of  Paris. 

A  program  of  social  events  will  also  serve  to  bring  members  of  the 
group  into  direct  contact  with  French  students  and  with  outstanding 
French  personalities. 

Supervision 

Students  who  are  enrolled  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France  will  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant  throughout 
the  year  abroad.  The  Professor-in-charge  is  the  adviser  on  all  academic 
matters.  The  Assistant  will  serve  all  students  as  an  adviser  on  social 
matters.  The  students'  scholastic  progress  will  be  followed  carefully 
and  periodic  reports  will  be  sent  to  the  American  colleges  and  univer- 
sities from  which  they  come. 

The  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant  have  absolute  authority 
over  all  members  of  the  group.  They  will  have  the  right  to  require  the 
withdrawal  of  any  student  whose  conduct  or  academic  standing  war- 
rants such  a  step. 

FINANCIAL     ARRANGEMENTS 
Expenses 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  Junior  Year  in  France  is 
not  a  commercial  undertaking.  Like  Sweet  Briar  College,  it  is  a  non- 
profit educational  enterprise.  Outside  of  the  regular  salaries  and  fees 
paid,  no  institution  and  no  person  can  receive  any  pecuniary  advan- 
tage or  emolument  from  its  operation. 

Except  for  Item  (1)  below,  the  figures  are  not  fixed,  but  are  esti- 
mated as  carefully  as  possible  on  the  basis  of  present  known  costs.  It 
is  therefore  understood  that  the  parent  will  provide  the  additional 
amount  necessary  to  cover  actual  expenditures  as  well  as  any  deficit 
occasioned  by  factors  and  circumstances  not  now  known  (e.  g.  an  in- 
crease in  cost  of  room  and  board,  or  unforeseen  personal  expenses). 
After  the  accounts  have  been  closed  and  audited  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  any  unexpended  sums  in  Items  (2)  and  (3)  will  be  refunded 
to  the  parent.

Students  withdrawing  from  the  Junior  Year  in  France  will  be 
granted  a  refund  of  any  unexpended  amounts  remaining  in  Items  (2) 
and  (3).

Insurance 

Through  a  group  health  insurance  plan  of  the  Institute  of  Inter- 
national Education,  2  West  Forty-fifth  Street,  New  York  19,  New 
York,  students  in  foreign  countries  may  be  insured  at  relatively  low 
cost.  Some  form  of  accident  and  health  insurance  is  required  for  all 
members  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France  group. 

GENERAL    INFORMATION 

Detailed  information  concerning  passport  application,  visas,  hand- 
ling of  baggage,  hotel  reservations  in  New  York  City,  time  and  place 
of  the  group  meeting  prior  to  embarkation  and  suggestions  regarding 
clothing  will  be  sent  to  members  of  the  group  in  ample  time. 

The  general  mailing  address  for  the  group  will  be:  Sweet  Briar 
Junior  Year  Office,  4  rue  de  Chevreuse,  Paris  VI,  France.  Cables 
should  give  the  first  and  last  name  of  the  student  and  the  address 
"Americlub  (Paris)."  "Americlub"  is  the  registered  cable  address  of 
Reid  Hall,  and  a  cable  so  directed  will  be  delivered  to  the  addressee 
immediately  upon  receipt. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Cunard  White  Star  Line  for 
tourist  class  accommodations  on  the  Queen  Elizabeth,  sailing  from  New 
York  on  September  7,  1950.  The  return  sailing  will  be  arranged  by 
the  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant  in  accordance  with  the  wishes 
of  the  individual  student. 

They  will  also  advise  members  of  the  group  who  wish  to  arrange 
for  European  trips  at  their  own  expense  during  the  Christmas  and 
spring  vacations.
